It appears strange and unaccountable to 
loyal- and thinking men that bo. many 
working', men reason from some untoward 
incident.' or circumstance happening in 
their e very-day Uvea which determines 
their action in voting, for candidates upon 
national elective occasions. From familiar 
intercourse with them, and hearing ex- 
pressed opinions, one is lead to believe that 
they are quite susceptible of being misled 
on national issues through appeals to their 
discontent! and this discontent originates 
largely by contrast with present society 
conditions for which .neither party is re-' 
aponeible, and which no national party can 
fully relieve or diaotve. 

A national policy, governing seventy-Eve 
millions of people is the vital question to 
be decided .November 6 for the ensuing 
four yearn. Thatpolicy ia beat resolving 
itself, as between present national pros- 
perity and an experiment based on indi- 
vidual discontent. Let it be understood 
that a national policy or iesae is a rule or 
system of government that the people adopt 
for the ensuing four years under the suc- 
cessful nominee _and which has ihe poww 
of law. It will be tho duty of the presi- 
dent to recommend to congress the enact- 
ment of ancbalaw, or laws that will pro- 
duce such results. 

' .In' 1892 the issue, or policy, of the dem 
ocratic party^waa free trade, as against the 
republican policy of protection to American 
industries. Grover Cleveland became presi- 
dent and at once called an emergency con- 
gress which, after a long time, enacted the 
Wilson tariff act, Tfaia law produced its 
natural results— : ' 'hard times." 

In'1897 William McKinley was elected 
on .the issue 6£ protection' to American in- 
dustries and aound money, as against the 
free* coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 
ounces of silver to one of gold, and pro- 
duced its natural re8ult8r-*'prosperity. n . 

At this time the issue, or policy, for the 
next four years is, shall the present national 
policy prevail as against free trade; 16 to 1 , 
and a recall of the army, in- the Philippines 
under (be guise of imperialism, militarism 
and "trusts?" 

Now/, within thirty day b, of election, the 
real issue before the people ia. narrowing 
down to the question of continued pros- 
perity, or jeopardizing this gratifying con- 
dition of ibe people by appeals to apparent 
or real discontent attributed to "trusts,"

WHAT'S IK A KAME. ' 

It ia one thing to.be a democrat, -but tho 
democrat party as .such,, today, may not 
represent democracy in the broad and true 
definition of the word, as do tbe republican 
party, preach it as much aa you please. It 
1b well known to scholars that tho democrat 
party of today was tbo republican party- of 
1800. During tha revolutionary war the 
distinctive parties were known as patriots, 
or lories, the latter taking sides with the 
king. The colonies represented 'about six 
millions of inhabitants. The revolutionary 
amy represented but a comparatively amatl 
fraction of that number. The army itself 
was frequently recruited. Many enlist- 
ments of ail months duration waa'commbn 
owing to the- inability of the "state govern- 
menta to either pay, feed or clothe their 
soldiers. 

It was ono of Washington's serious com- 
plaints that he was obliged to fight trained 
and well equipped soldiers with. hiB non- 
descript command, and that ul ways inade- 
quate in numbers and discipline. Tho 
long struggle for independence ended, 
questions arose over the making, and adop- 
tion of the constitution which caused a di- 
vision unions: the people, '-but it was not 
until tbe time of Adams' election that 
parties became distinct. The Adams party 
represented the "federalists'* and tho ' Jef- 
fersonian people the "republicans," Issues 
came up then us now and sometimes tbe 
battle waged fiercely. 

It is too long a story to tell how it-hap- 
pened that the word "democrat"- became 
attached to the old republican party, and 
latter history ia too well known to repeat. 
For forty years, save once, they have 
been on the wrong 'side as they cortainly 
are at this time.

- France, in 
turn, has submitted proposals to tlie pow- 
ers which nre us drastic, if not more t so, 
than the ones orlgliiaily submitted by 
Germany. Minister DelcaHse propoEos 
that the import a tion H of munitions of war 
into China he prohibited; that the Chi- 
nese forts be razed; that Pekin be garri- 
soned by the allied troops, and that a 
Hue of communication between Pekln and 
the coast be permanently guarded by for- 
eign troops. The United States has tak- 
en the lead in accepting these proposals, 
with "distinct reservations. President Mc- 
Klnley states "that the United States is 
not prepared to go to the length proposed 
by France, but that it will eo-operntc In 
any proposal having for its object the 
immediate opening of negotiations for 
Jiniil settlement between China and the 
powers,-- The withdrawn! of £he "United 
States and Russian troops la well "under 
way. On the other hand, Great Britain 
nnd Germany continue to laud troops at 
.Takuund forward them to the Chinese 
capital." It Is evident that the diplomatic 
complications over the settlement of the 
GhlncEe question are ouly at their he- 
ginning. 

.Thursday marked the completion of the 
first year of the Boer-British war'. Con- 
trary to general expectation, a proclama- 
tion of «peace wns. not Issued, but there 
were a number of developments, during 
the week Indicating Great Britain's be- 
lief that the war ispractlcally over. Lord 
Roberts is to sail for home before Nov, 
1. Fifty thousand men In the milltln- 
servlce are to be dlsbonded nt once. The 
colonial troops in South Africa have^een 
released from service and are going homo. 
A poiice force of 12,000 men is being" or- 
ganized to preserve order In the Trans- 
vaal, and Baden-Powell, the resourceful 
defender of Mnfoklng, will, it is announc- 
etl,-be In command. In fact, preparations 
arc being made to withdraw the. hulk of 
the British army, from South "Africa. It 
Is a significant fact that a great army 
has been mussed at Komiill Poort. There 
Is no .necessity for Ita . presence there, 
and it can only he conjectured that the 
troops are held there in anticipation of 
early transfer to England or India. At 
the -same time Komati Poort is. on tho 
frontier between Portuguese Enst Africa 
and the Transvaal, and It Is connected by 
rail with Dclagoa Bay. If any emergen- 
cy requires England could in a few hours 
move several brigades to Delagoa Bay 
for embarkation— say, to Hongkong, for 
service In China.

Madame Currie 
was awarded 4,000 francs, and bad her 
same enrolled on the books of the French 
Academy of Sciences for this discovery, 
which is regarded as one of tbe most stu- 
pendous of tbe age, upsetting as it does all 
hitherto accepted theories of heat, light 
and physical energy, and opens up fields of 
knowledge heretofore regarded as beyond 
the scope of man. This light, it is claimed, 
will not only be very cheap when first in- 
stalled, but after that there will be absolute- 
ly no expense in maintaining it, even though 
left to itself for centuries. Nigbt after 
night for an indefinite period it will throw 
out its brilliant rays, and nt the end of un- 
told years tlin illumination will be as great 
as at first. No underground or overhead 
wires, no dynamoca nor gas retorts, noth- 
ing but a little disk of greenish stone, 
place this in the wall or in the ceiling and 
rooms will be lighted as long as tbe bouse 
stands. 1 

The origin of light as accepted by the 
layman is that it" ia merely the demonstra- 
tion of energy produced by the destruction; 
combustion or consumption of certain sub- 
stances like coal, oil or gas. Heat is pro- 
duced by the destruction of burning coal. 
This, transformed into motion by the steam 
engine and the dynamo, results in electric- 
ity for arc and incandescent lights. In 
short, no artificial light has ever been made 
for man's use that has not been the result 
of some material that was consumed in 
order to make it, 'A feeble light without 
heat ib obtained from phosphorescence, but 
even this owes its origin to tbe slow con- 
sumption of the substance that produces it. 
To produce light without the expenditure 
of some sort of energy has been looked upon 
heretofore as an idle dream, but tbe dis- 
covery of the wonderful properties of. the 
X-ray caused the scientists to put on hie 
thinking cup. The X-ray discovery proved 
that there was more than one form ot ra- 
diant energy, although nil of them have 
the same qualities in certain' directions, 
yet entirely different in others. Thus, 
with the powerful rays of the sun were un- 
able to penetrate a thin piece of card board, 
the X-ray, which could hardly be seen, was 
able to go through wood and metal. This 
fact contradicted the universally accepted 
theory tbat.the power oMigbt was due" in 
all cases to the material consumed. Ex- 
periments along this line soon convinced 
scientific students' that, uranium possessed 
remarkable qualities— that it boa the power 
of absorbing light and emitting it after- 
words. It was then discovered on experi- 
menting with salts of the metal that it 
would produce substances having proper- 
ties similar to the X-rays, and that while 
they could not be seen by tbe human eye 
they yet had the power of '"fogging" a 
photographic plate when brought in con- 
tact with it. 

Different investigation produced differ- 
ent forms of these rays, but all failed of 
producing anything more - than a labora- 
tory experiment. There was energy, bul 
unaccompanied by luminosity, and all the 
experiments were useless, so fax as tbe com- 
mercial world was concerned. Then Mad- 
ame Currie began her work where the oth- 
ers left off. She reasoned that the wonder- 
ful properties manifested by different sub- 
stances obtained from uranium were not 
due to any real power in the metal itself, 
but to Bomo substance which is held In a 
state of non activity. Working on this 
theory she began her work with a substance 
known as "pitchblend," which is uranite, 
chemically considered, and which is simply 
the refuse from the factories where various 
uranium products are made. She first dis- 
covered a substance similar to bismuth, 
but several thousand times more powerful 
than the uranium salt from which it was 
obtained. Tbe presence of this metal in 
combination with uranium was, up to this 
time, unsuspected, and the discovery was 
regarded as an important one. About three 
months ago the efforts of the talented lady 
scientist were crowned with success along 
tbo lines laid down by herself. By using 
different salts in, combination with the 
bismuth she produced >.' substance '.with 
Borne of the; properties of. barium, which, 
after being heated, badithe power of emit- 
ting visible rays of light, ' This is the 1 sub-

showed that another could be produced in 
exactly the same .time, which demons tfa led 
that the power of the light v)ns unchanged". 
At the: end of two- weeks, during ? which 
time the'precious substance' had '.been sub- 
jected to all sorts of conditione, still an- 
other test was made, with the same results, 
thus proving the stability^ the power' of 
the new light. »The first piece of , radium 
being produced, Mmo. Currieargu'ed-tbat 
some accident might htivo been responsi- 
ble for it; instead of scientific manipula- 
tion, but investigation proved conclusively 
that the results wore, sound— that radium 
could be produced at will. Teats were then 
made to show the exact nature of the ma- 
terial. Pieces were dropped into gun- 
powder, and, while a glow'spread. through 
the infiamablo material, no explosion took 
place. There was no heat and no fire — 
merely light. Everything was' tried thnt 
was at all likely to start combustion, but 
all failed. 

The only thing that would- destroy the 
luminosity of radium - was boiling water, 
in which it must be kept for an hour.. On 
taking it from the water it resembles green 
quartz— cold and dead. On boating it 
again, however, to the point of incandes- 
cence, it regained its luminosity with the 
same powers as before. It was then that 
several pieces of radium were manufactured 
and Bent to scientists throughout the world 
and this is how Professor Langley catnetb 
receive the queer jittie thing done up in. a 
leaden box. 

Recently Prof. Bach of Berlin, a noted 
scientist, has made tests ot the light, with 
a view of establishing: its claims' to per- 
manency, and was unable to discover any 
waste of material, whatever. Ho gave it 
ns his opinion that it would require tbe 
lapse of 1,000,000 years or more to destroy 
tbe luminosity of a piece of this radium no 
bigger than a quarter of an inch square. 
When it came to explaining the reason for 
the light's existence, however, he was 
dumb. 

Even as the discovery stands today, it is 
one of the moBt useful on. record, aa small 
pieces may be used to illuminate dwellings, 
public buildingB and theaters, with tbe ab- 
solute certainty that there would result no 
name from their extinguishment, as some- 
times happens from, the ubo of ordinary 
means of lighting, und that the expense of 
maintaining them would be absolutely 
nothing. 

In its present Btate of development there 
are many uses for this magic substance, 
yet without doubt it haa been left to a 'tal- 
ented member of the fair sex, whose work 
along this line exceeds all others, to benefit 
the world by one of the greatest discoveries 
of the age.

B. G. Rich^_ 
mo'ndia' president of the union, which is 
composed entirely ot milk producers,' and 
he presided at the nieetibg, After -some 
discussion by the members as to the in- 
creased rates a price was Bet upon the milk 
production for tbe next six months com- 
mencing Nov. 1 as follows: ' 

For November and December, 11.15 for 
on eight-gallon' can. 

For January and February, 11.10. for 
eight-gallon can. 

For March, 95 cents for eight-gallon can. 

For April, 90 cents per can, f 

This increore from tbe wholesaler to' the 
retail milk dealer will have the effect of 
increasing tbe price of milk' to housewives 
from 5 to. 7 cents a quart, or at a rate of 
fifteen quart tickets for 91. 

Mr. McVeon, one of the delegates to the 
convention, said: "The. advance in the 
price of milk is made necessary by the in- 
creased price of feed stuffs necessary for the 
milk production. The large increase in 
price of form labor and high prices paid 
for dairy cows are also reasons for the in- 
crease," 

This was the only business that came be- 
fore the delegates at their meeting. The 
present price for an eight-gallon can is 95 
cents.
